"In rare cases the springs will have 


to be fy^op off and the leaws taken 
apart to give them a thorough oiling, 
particularly if -they have been neglect- 
ed for a year or more and have become 
badly rusted. There Is a special tool 
oa the market for spreadlnj spring 
leaves. This may be used t3 advan- 
tage.
